CONCURRENTLY with the simulated indignation of the 
Nazis at the protests against their actions made by foreign 
observers, the process of. squeezing the life out of the 
German Jewish Community goes forward unchecked. We say 
simulated,” beeause the Nazi fury is based on the fiction 
spread in the German Press—and alluded to in an illuminating 
article in last Monday's Times—that certain Jewish organisa- 
tions abroad circulated exaggerated atrocity stories. No 
responsible Jewish organisation in any country, and no Jewish 
news agency, here or in America, as their daily bulletins show, 
has descended to exaggerations of any kind. Nor have 
ourselyes given currency to such stories. It has not been 
necessary, even if the inclination had been there. As The Times 
oliserves: What is known is bad enough,” and the alleged 
exaggerations have merely been: used as cover to excuse the 
execution of the calculated policy of Jewish suppression. As 
we have said, this policy is ‘being steadily pursued to its pre- 
determined end, and is being rapidly consummated. The Berlin 
correspondent of our contemporary already quoted stated last 
Thursday that “while the Jewish business boycott is already 
being forgotten, the anti-Jewish campaign in other walks of life 
continues in full vigour. It is estimated that the clearance of 
Jews from the State service and public positions has been nearly 
completed. Thousands of Jewish lawyers, notaries, doctors and 
dentists have been dislodged. Jewish professors and lecturers 
af the Universities are likely to be entirely eliminated before 
the summer term begins. In big private undertakings, for 
instance the A.K.G., all Jewish employees have been given 
notice. The Nazi Vdélkischer Beobachter reports that the 
Jewish newspaper concern of Mosse has dismissed no less than 
118 Jewish employees, secretaries, and typists.” 

The writer went on to say that several Jewish suicides were 
reported: “at Frankfurt-on-the-Oder a Jewish shopkeeper and 
his wife; at Chemnitz a partner in a well-known textile firm: in 
Berlin a lawyer who ‘could not bear any longer the devyelop- 
nient of recent days; and a judge who had been displaced. Dr. 
Jeachim, the Berlin Jewish lawyer, who was reported on March 
20th to have been taken from his dwelling ‘by persons un- 
known’ and on March 81st ‘ to have died after a week's illness,’ 
was cremated to-day.” 

In the light of these facts, printed by The Times, it is the 
height of absurdity for the Nazi Press and leaders to talk of a 
manufactured Jewish atrocity campaign. So little “Jewish” is 
the spontaneous and general outburst of indignation that the 


we 
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Manchester Guardian, a great non-Jewish organ of public 
opinion, has now been banned in Germany. That single and 
remarkable fact alone shows up the Nazi allegation in all its 
childish futility. If any farther confirmation were needed, it 
would be found in the striking fact that the editors of leading 
journals, representing the Anglican, Catholic and Non-Conformist 
churches respectively, stood together on the same platform a few 
days ago in solemn protest against Nazioppression. Itis worse 
than useless to send emissaries here to explain to informed 
public opinion that black is white, and that everything is for the 
best in the best of all Nazi States. These unfortunate delegates 
—Count BISMARCK for instance—can now make that fact clear 
to the men who sent them. 

We tell the Nazis that they and they alone are Germany's 
worst enemies, and not the Jews. The demand of their 
“ German Christians " that the Old Testament be abolished and 
replaced by German sagas and legends, and that the great 
figures of Jewish scripture should give way to ~ personages of 
German intellectual life’“—-in other words, as has been wittily 
said, that Germany's minor prophets should take the place of 
the Major Prophets—are, like the notorious antipathy of the 
Nazis to the New Testament itself, startling evidence to other 
nations of the Pagan character of the Nazi movement. The 
whole Nazi mentality is an imescapable warning to Foreign 
Powers of the danger it offers to the cause of peace, and 
a signal to them to stand on guard against it. © I want 
the German Government,’ said Sir AUSTEN CHAMBERLAIN in 
his noble and memorable protest last week, “to think for one 
moment of the impression which their attitude towards their 
fellow-citizens who are within their power must give to the 
whole world, and what thew attitude to other nations would 
be if they were in a position of power to enforce their will. 
Germany inet her fate because, in overweening pride and 
egocentric vanity, she was not willing to allow other people to 
live as they wished . . . and we see again kindling in ber 
internal affairs the same spirit. . . To come asking favours 
and concessions from other nations is useless unless a better 
spirit prevails, unless she gives the securily to Europe as to her 
intention that the nations of Kurope have the right to expect.” 
The same feeling of apprehension was shown by the French 
Premier, M. DALADIER, during the debate in the French 
Parliament last Thursday, when he spoke of the world being 
“faced with the re-awakening of certain types of nationalism, 
and appeal to passions which one had thought modern civilisa- 
tion had discarded to its own honour.”: “If Ge ‘rmans choose 
to treat other German citizens as vermin,” says the Berlin 
correspondent of The Times, “it is their affair; it is only of 
importance to the rest of the world in estimating the new 
Germany. Truth must out.” In a word, Germany itself—now 
regarded everywhere as an enemy to peace—and not merely the 
Jew, is HITLER'S foredoomed victim, destined to isolation and 
the status of a pariah among the nations. 

It might be asked whether the best thing to do in these 
circumstances is not to let Hitlerism adjust the noose round its 
own neck and slowly strangle itself, politically and financially. 
What the Manchester Guardian bitterly calls the British 
Government's policy of ~ cool correctitude ” on such questions 
as the intervention of the League of Nations would be in keeping 
with such an attitude. But the perils inherent in it—to peace 
and the bases of civilisation—are too palpable to be ignored. 
Certainly the Jewish people cannot remain passive under what 
the CHIEF RABBI, in a letter to The Times, stigmatised as the 
unbelievable trampling under foot of the human dignity of 
every Jew and Jewess in Germany.” It cannot sit down and 
await nonchalantly the hour of HITLER’s self-contrived down- 
fall. The speech of Mr. LASKI at Sunday's meeting of the 
Deputies shows that the requisite steps are being taken, | 
even though tardily as some critics may think. It 
is necessary that the Community should rally loyally round — 
him and his colleagues, and that irresponsible organisations 
should now merge their activities in the common effort. We 
would also strongly urge that the Consultative Committee has 
now ceased to be necessary as a separate entity, all its proposed 
functions being now covered by the Committees that have just 
been set up.

The Chief Rabbinate Tangle. 
A little time ago, 


we ventured the opinion that the Chief 
Rabbi's jurisdiction did not extend to South Africa and the Lrish Free 
State, seeing that in both those quarters local Chief Rabbis were 
functioning. Our contention was emphatically challenged, where- 
upon we adduced printed evidence—in one case 
und, in the other, 


set resolutions, 
the headed notepaper of the functionary concerned 
7-to prove its correctness. Since then, further statements have been 
made, which, it must be admitted, impart a considerable element of 
doubt to the matter. While we, for instance, cited the fact that Rabbi 
Herzog styles himself Chief Rabbi of the Irish Free State, the Rev. A. 
Giudansky, the senior Minister of the Dublin Jewish Community, 
has recently informed an Irish journal that the Chief Rabbi to 
whom he is subject is the Very Rev. Dr. Joseph Herman Hertz, Ph.D., 

London. This seems toargue a certain weakness in Rabbi Herzog's 
claim and authority. Further, information comes to us from South 
Africa, which implies, if true, that all is not well with the Chief 
Rabbinical authority in that quarter of the globe. The facts, as 
now explained, are as follows: Rabbi Dr. J. L. Landau is Chief 


Rabbi of the United Hebrew Congregation, which in itself ‘is 
u combination of two Synagogues on the Witwatersrand. These

But the Federation 
itself, according toour information, has never functioned. Not only 
that, but the United Hebrew Congregation has since -withdrawn 
from the Federation, and it is argued, not unreasonably, that Rabbi 
Landau cannot be Chief Rabbi of an organisation of which his@wn 
Congregation is not a member. Moreover, the only other four 
Ministers in South Africa, including Dr. Bender of Cape Town, 
do not acknowledge Dr. Landau's Chief Rabbinate, and the 
Durban and Cape Town Congregations contribute to the Chief 
Rabbi's Fund in this country.. The local Board of Deputies, it 
seems, has on several occasions had to deny that there is any such 


office as Chief Rabbi of South Africa, and to state that Dr. Landau's - 


title is Chief Rabbi of the United Hebrew Congregation of 
Johannesburg and of the Federation of Synagogues of the 
Witwatersrand. But lest the latter half of the title may seem 
strange, in view of what has been written above, it. is pointed out 
that it is only a sort of anachronist c survival, like the words “ Fid. 
Def.” which still figure ‘on the British coinage. We think it only 
fair to repeat this information just as we have received it. H 
seems to show that there is in South Africa, merely a Chief Rabbi 
of two Synagogues. Quite possibly it will be challenged from one 
or more quarters. But it all illuminates rather vividly the peculiar 
confusion which surrounds the’ Chief Rabbi's title, and which our 
original article was intended, in part, tovemphasise, 


English Judaism in Danger. 

We are sorry to see that the appeal for £15,000 which the 
Jewish Religious Education Board is issuing in order that it should 
be able to keep its present organisation alive during the next three 
years, has so far brought in only a little over £2,000. The appeal is 
as yet only in its early stage and will not attain its maximum effect 
until July 3rd, when a Dinner in aid is to be held. That the whole 
of the sum asked for will be forthcoming we cannot doubt, and 
the facts we have already given in these columns fully justify 
our confidence. They are confirmed by the very serious 
statements made in the Board’s Report for the year 1932. 
it tells us that we are losing ground in the fight. against 
Jewish illiteracy, and that “one cannot be far wrong in saying 
that no more than about fifty per cent. of Jewish children of 
school age are attending publicly controlled Hebrew Classes, 
although it should be added, that a certain number receive their 
education privately.” The Report goes on to make these grave 
statements: “ The problem has assumed such proportions that it is 
beyond the power of any individual organisation, however strong it 
might be, to deal with it with any hope of success. Only aconcerted 
campaign planned on a Communal scale, and backed by the whole of 
our educational machinery, can hope to stem the wave of apathy 
and indifference which is eating away the foundations of our 
communal life.”” We invite the attention of our co-religionists to 
these words. We remind them that it is useless to thunder against 
present hostilities to our people, if we are ready to abandon in great 
part the teaching of the religious faith which is our prime claim to 
reverence and respect. The Jewish Religious Education Board is 
the chief means which remains to us of avoiding the self-inflicted 
stigma. Let the Community see toit that it is adequately equipped 
for its vital and indispensable task, 
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Social and Personal.

In reply to a letter from the Editor of the 
HAMELITZ of St. Petersburgh, the Professor wrote: “I am, 
indeed, an old friend of the ancient holy tongue, and of the 
uncient people of the covenant, and I have ever endeavoured by 
word and deed to show that the believing Christian loves the 
Jew on this account. There can be nothing more unchristian 
than race-batred, by which modern polemics have been poisoned 
against the Jews.’ 


}/CRING the time of the Judcrhetz in Germany, we more than once calicd 
attention to the correct attitude of the Roman Catholic clergy, who 
read their Protestant colleagues a lesson in tolerance, which the 
followers of Chaplain Stocker would have done well to have followed.

Mr. N. SHTIFE (Kieff). 

The death has occurred in Kieff, at the age of fifty-four, of 
Mr. Nahum Shtiff, the famous Yiddish philologist, best known by 
his pen-name, Baal Dimyon, who had been for the past seven years 
Director of the Philological Section of the Institute for Jewish 
Proletarian Culture in Kieff, and Editor of the Yiddish philologica! 
journal, SHPRACHFRONT. “Baal Dimyon” left Russia after the 
Bolshevist Revolution, and lived in Berlin till the summer of 
1926, when he returned to Russia and took up his position.in Kieff. 
His first lecture was to a class for Jewish teachers, and his recep 
tion was not too cordial at first, as he was known to have 
been an émigré. However, he opened his lecture with the 
following words: “After many years’ wandering abroad, I have 
returned to Russia. My first word is one of hearty greeting to the 
Soviet Government. Together with other oppressed people, the 
Soviet Government has emancipated also us Jews, and, thanks to 
the Government, we have been given an opportunity of conducting 
our scientific work in the field of the Yiddish language.” This was 
vreeted with much enthusiasm by t' > class, and the subsequent 
lecture was warmly received. The deceased was born in Rovno, in 
Volyunia and started writing at the age of twelve, using 
Hebrew as his medium. He founded a students’ radical Zionist 
group, and at the time of the Kishiney pogrom was one of the 
founders and leaders of the Jewish Self-Defence. He was 
imprisoned several times for his political activities. At one time 
he worked as an official in the Emigration Department of the Tea in 
St. Petersburg. . In the early days of the War, he was a representa. 
tive of the Yekopo, conducting relief work among the Jewish war 
refugees. In 1916, he started a campaign to make Yiddish the 
language of instruction in the Jewish schools, and at a conference 
in St. Petersburg he stated the case for Yiddish in answer to the 
ifebraist case stated there by Bialik. He did a great deal of 
important etymological research work and published a large number 
of works embodying the results of his research, as well as many 
biographical and critical writings dealing with Yiddish literature 
and authors. 


Mr. S. MILLER (Hull). 
The Rey. H. Beroin (Vinister of the Hull Central Synagogue) 
writes: 
The Mr. Samuel Miller at the age of eighty-two has 
deprived Hull Jewry of one of its staunchest religious pillars, and a 
venerable and patriarchal member of the Community. His profound 
knowledge of the Talmud and Rabbinics was such as to entitle him to the 
honour and regard usually prid to Rabbis. When he conducted part of 
the Service at the High Festivals, one was reminded of the fervour and 
devotion of. the High Priests of old; and his benevolence, piety and deep 
humility proclaimed him a true Tzaddick. He took a great interest in 
Jewish communal and educational affairs in Hull, and was for many years 
President of the local Beth Hamedrash. His sons have occupiod the 
residencies of some of the local Synagogues, and are at present actively 
concerned in the various religious and educational spheres of the loce! 
Jewish Community. 


The death occurred last week of Cadet-Licutenant JACK TENSER, at 
the age of 27. The deceased, who was the Senior Cadet-Lieutenant of the 
Liverpool Companies of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, had for a number of 
years been closely associated with the work of the Brigade, and was one 
of the most indefatigable workers at Harold House Boys’ Club. On tho 
re-organisation of the Liverpool Companies of the Brigade in 1925, he dd 
splendid work as Senior Warrant Officer, 


Mr. NATHAN SHAFFER, who died in London recently, resided in 
Manchester until about ten years ago. He was one of the most activo 
menibers of the Jewish Community there and had held many offices in the 
city. He was for nearly thirty years President of the New Synagogue. 
He was Trustee and Founder of the Victoria Memorial Jewish Hospital 
and a very generous supporter of all charitable institutions,

THE TIMES having recently drawn attention to the dearth of examples 
of bnglish sporting art in the National Collections, a correspondence 
ensucdin that newspaper 
from, among others, the 
mo'th- pieces of the 
British Museum, The 
Natio al Art Collections 
Fund, and the Jewish 
Museum. ‘The letter 
from the last named 
was as follows: “ Para- 
doxical though it may 
seem, the Jewish 
Muscum has, right from 
its inception, only ten 
months avo, endeavoured 
to lay the foundations of 
a collection of Anglo- 
Jewish sporting art. Two 
phases, inter alia, of 
Which it is hoped to 
secure adequate repre- 
sentation are (1) Jewish 
professional pugilism in 
the Regency Period, and 
(2) racehorse ownership 
during the succeeding 
century. The Jewish 
Museum recently  ac- 
quired a jug of Stafford- 
shire ware, dated 178, 
showing the great Men- 
doza in action (agaiust 
Humphreys), supported 
by h.s seconds, Benjamin 
and Isaac.” 

The accompanying 

illustration shows the 
eighteenth century jug 
mentioned. 
Danie! Mendoza was born in Whitechapel in 1763 and was perhaps 
the most famous boxer of his time. He was largely responsible. for 
introducing “science” into prize-fighting. The first Jew to become a 
boxing champion, Mendoza’s example has produced a steady stream of 
Jewish champions in the ring and it contributed not a little to that 
good understanding between Jew and non-Jew in England in the past 
century, through the fellowship of sportsmauship and the mutual respect 
which courage and chivalry engender,

Henriques, J.P., Sir Philip Magnus, Bart. and Dr. H. Simonis. 

Mr. BELISHA welcomed Dr. Levy as a Warden of the Synagogue 
Mrs. LEWis-BARNED moved a vote of thanks tothe outgoing Warden: 
and regret ed that in accordance with the Constitution of th 
Council they would lose the services of Mr. Henriques as Warden. 
though be was going to remain on the Council.

The Chairman reported the formation of a Lodg>s last January in 
Brighton and Hove, and that a Convention of the whole Order in this 
country would be held in London op October 2Ist and 22nd next.

Votes of condolence with Mr. Shaffer's family and with the families 
of the late June Feather and Mr. Albert Voss were moved by the 
Chairman. Congratulations were tendered to Major Henriques and 
Capt. S. Frankenburg on their appointment as Justices of the Peace 
for Salford, The Chairman, in. his report, said that the work of the 
‘Talmud Torah was progressing satésfactorily, in spite of the financial 
difficulties. The Ladies’ Committee had handed over a substantia! 
sum as aresulf of the Annual Ball, and the Council were greatly 
indebted tothem. The question of the provision of Classes in the 
Choriton-on-Medlock district was still under consideration. It was 
evident that the advisability of opening the classes had been 

{questioned, and in order to satisfy all parties he intended calling a 


meeting of the Executives concerned to find a satisfactory solution. 


iMessrs. Reisler, Sunlight, Gadian, Hyman and others discussed the 
question and the Chairman's suggestion was agreed to. Rabbi 
Levin spoke on his visits and expressed his satisfaction with the 
Schools’ work. The Principal, the Rev. Dr. L. W. Slotki, in his 
educational report, said that the introduction of girls’ classes at the 
Broughton Branch had been very successful and increased accom- 
modation would shortly be required.

Five one-act plays were presented by Jewish Literary Societies, 
at the Lesser Free Trade Hall, last week, to compete in the sixth 
Jewish Drama Festival, for a shield donated by Mrs. Neville J. Laski

and Councillor A, Moss. ‘The Festival was held under the auspices 
of the Manchester Union of Jewish Literary Societies. All the plays 
presented were written by members of the Societios, and were of 
Jewish interest. Mrs. M. J. Landa, of London, was the adjudicator. 
She praised the standard of the work, and paid a tribute to Miss 
Evelyn Betesh's play, “The Way It's Done” (Withington Society), 
which was her first effort and showed promise ; and also to Mrs. Rose 
Ingleby's “ No Other Gods" (Manchester Literary Society), though it 
lacked dramatic force at the end. The play entered by the Birming- 
ham Jewish Arts Society, “ The Retarn,” by Miss Florence Joseph, 
began very well, but did not achieve itself as a play, and finished as 
a piece of rhetorical propaganda. Dr. I. W. Slotki's play, “ The 
Return,” given by the Higher Crumpsall Society, was alittle ragged 
and incoherent, said Mrs. Landa, and lacked plot. “And it Came 
to Pass,’ by Mr. Emmanuel! Levy, presented by the Great Synagoguo 
Society, was a little extended, said the adjudicator, and was slightly 
rushed at the end; but it was splendid otherwise. There was a 
remarkable piece of characterisation in this play by Miss Rose 
Sunderland, as Rahab the Witch. The Shield was awarded to the

Caravan Cities, by M. Rostovtzeff. Translated by D. and T. 
Talbot Rice. (Oxford University Press, 1932. 15s. net).

The caravan cities which form the subject of Professor Rostovtzeff's 
book are Petra, Jerash, Palmyra and Dura, all posts in the Syrian 
desert or the sown by its side... They ave taken as illustration of the main 
march of commerce in the ancient world. But, as he explains, the choice 
of these cities is accidental; “It is not based on the historical importance 
of the towns concerved, but on the amount of information available ; or to 
be more precise, on the state of preservation of the ruins.” Damascus 
has a far lon er history as a caravan city than Palmyra, and the history 
of Aleppo would be more instructive than that of Dura, which was once a 
frontier fortress by the Euphrates and is now a mere ruin by the desert. 
Cut in the greater cities the old is so overlaid by the new that the arche- 
dlogist cannot reconstruct an equally vivid picture. Professor Rostovtzeff 


‘is one of the great living authorities on the ancient world. He marshals 
the whole pageant of history from the dawn of civilisation to the fall 
of the Roman Empire. And besides his mastery of the detail and 


his intimate knowledge of the four cities, he illumivates the story with 
a scholar’s mind. Of the archmwologists of our day it has been said that 


they are not exac'ly forgers but very good at reconstract'on, Our author 


has certainly the gift of reconstruction. From a few columns, ruined 


temples and inscriptions, he can reconstruct before our cyes a civilisation 
an epoch, 


The chapters on the four cities are based upon travel sketches ; but at 
the same time are packed with learning. The most striking part of the 


‘book, however, is an introductory chapter upon caravan trade which 


expounds the march of commercial and cnitural civilisation in the 
Near and Middle East during the first three thousand years of human 
history. That march takes place largely over the desert which, like 
the sea, not only divides, but also joins, since it is a thoroughfare 
open to trade from every side. “It has even created the means 
of transport for the trade, that ship of the desert, the camel.” 
‘The one thing lacking in the picture is an account of the spiritual 
and cultural life. Professor Rostovtzeff is concerned with material 
and commercial development; and that, perhaps, leads him to under- 
estimate the part which the Jews have played in civilisation. Petra has 
Heen identified with Selah of the Bible, which was annexed to the Kingdom 
of Indah: the mosaic of a Jewish Synagogue of the fourth century has 
been uncovered at Jerash ; and a number of Jewish inscriptions from the 
early centuries have been found at Palmyra. . The Jew sh people, there- 
fore, had their part in the story of three of the four cities; but the 
reflection of Professor Rostovtzeff on their part is a strange one. He 


is describing how in Petra he first realised how Arabs of Mohammed, 


acquired those characteristics which enabled them to create a world-wide 
religion and a world-wide Empire; and he continues: “Such dreams 
could never have affected the Jews, who were from the first too 
closely bound to one country, and of a national character insuwfliciently 
yaobile or versatile.” That isa strange judgment on the people who, in the 
Greco-Roman world, as in modern times, were more dispersed than any 
other, and who gave to humanity the idea of a universal religion and 
univer al peace. Still more remarkable is his reflection at Jerash upon 
the relation ofthe Jews the Hellenistic civilisation around their country. 
“Palestine under the Maccabees became a centre of this reactionary feeling. 
We know how Roman assistance . . . enabled the Jews to break free 
from the Hellenizing Seleucids, and how Rome permitted these barbarians 
to destroy everybody and everything Hellenistic with the greatest stead- 
fastuess and cruelty.” That is a novel view of “ reaction,” 
use of “barbarism.”’ But even Homer nods. 

The translation is workmanlike ; and the illustrations, many of which 
were photographs taken by the author's wife, are both beautiful and 
original, 


A NEGLECTED PHILOSOPHER. 


The Philosophy of Solomon Maimon, by Hugo Bergmann (Univer- 
sitv Press, Jerusalem, 1931).

Solomon Maimon, born at Nieszwicz, a townlet in Lithuania, in 1754, 
cnjoys the distinction of having drawn from Kant the compliment that 
he alone of all his critics had penetrated the true meaning of his 
philosophy. He was the first to put his finger, in his “Essay on 
the Transcendental Philosophy” (Versuch tiber die Transzendental- 
philosophie), on the weakest point of Kant’s system, the unknow- 
able “thing in itself,” and by questioning its existence gave a new 
direction to the subsequent school of German idealists from Fichte 
to Hegel that dominated the philosophical horizon during the 
éighteenth century. Yet undoubted as his genius was, he has been 
allowed to go by unrecognised and neglected—perhaps because of the 
resentment felt at the intrusion of a son of the Ghetto on the privileged 
tomain of philosophy ; and with the collapse of German idealism in the 
Rinetoonth century, Maimon became, save to a few, no more than a mere 
name. The revolt against the scientific materialism of the last century 
and consequent revival of interest in the idealist philosophers, has, how- 
ever, led to an inyestigation of Maimon’'s writings ; and within recent years 
there appeared. impertant works, among others, those of Kunze in 
Germany and Guéroult in France, revealing to the world the important 


‘place Maimon. occupies in the history and development of thought. 


Dr. Bergmann’s exceptionally lucid, careful and readable book 
(as far as philosophic’ works go), based on lectures in philosophy delivered 
by him at the University of Jerusalem, is the first attempt to provide 
Hebrew readers with a comprehensive account of Maimon’s philosophy as 
expounded in his Hebrew and German writings. Starting off with the 
discussion of Maimon’s theory of knowledge and the Law of Deter- 
minability, MIVAPNN PN, which he originated as the principle of 
pure thought, the author proceeds to a consideration of his practical 
philosophy and of his criticism of Kantian “ Ethics.” This is followed 


by an appraisal of Maimon’s indebtedness to Muimonides, in 


and a novel.: 


reverence of whom he had assumed his name, as compared with 
that he owed to Spinoza, Leibnitz, Hume, Kant, in favour of whom the 
author, contrary to vogue, strikes the balance. Several chapters are also 


devoted to an examination of Maimon’'s influence on Fichte and Hegel; 


and the volume concludes with a list of philosophical terms coined by 
Maimon in his Hebrew works on Maimonides to which the author supplies 
the German equivaent, as well as with good indexes. 

This necessarily brief notice does scant justice to Dr. Bergmann’s 
closely reasoned and well-written volume, which in addition to its value 
as contribution to philosophic works in Hebrew, will be welcomed as a 
work of piety. reclaiming from the abyss of oblivion the fruits of the 
labour of one who, with his vagaries and faults, remained to the end a son 
of our people. 3 


Notes on Books and Authors. 


The CHILDREN'S HAGGADAH compiled by Dr. A. M. Silbermann with 
the collaboration of Mr. Isidore Wart<ki and the Rev. A. S. Super with 
illustrations by Erwin Singer (Shapiro Vallentine and Co., 7s. 6d.) will be 
hailed with delight by those children fortunate enough to obtain a copy. 
The print is excellent, the translation and explanations are admirably 
adapted to young readers and the pictures, many of which are ingeniously 
constructed to move, with fascinating results, are not the least delightful 
feature of a wholly praiseworthy protuction. The volume strikes an 
entirely new note and there is even music for the traditional melodies at 
the end with some new settings. The translators have kept closely to 
the original, just introducing little touches here and there to bring out 
the intention of the text for the better comprehension of children. The 
verse tranglations are simple and likewise Keep surprisingly well to the 
original. It would have been bettor if the instructions on the Hebrew 
side had been in English, instead of unpunctuated Hebrew. Otherwise 
there is little to criticise in a charming publication, 


Under the title THR Great Beyonp (Arthur H. Stockwell, Ltd: 2s. 6d.) 
Rabbi Dr. A. E. Silverstone has collected several essays that have 
appeared at various times in periodicals, including THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 
on problems of After-life, in which he discusses the attitude of Judaism to 
Spiritualism and kindred matters—Immortality and Resurrection of the 
Dead. The treatment of such abstruse subjects in the small compass of 
Sixty pages is bound to be uneven and inadequate. ‘Ihis is particularly 
noticeable in the first two essays: “The Great Beyond” and “ Spirit 
Intercourse in the Talmud,” in which he examines the claims of 
Spiritualism and th« attitude of Judaism to the question of communication 
with the dead. Whilst the material which he collects shows beyond 
peradventure of a doubt that belief in the reality of psychic phenomena 
was current among Rabbis of the Talmudic Age, it does not warrant his 
main conclusion that ““ when the dead are approache| in a spirit of 
reverence in order that their help may be enlisted for the benefit 
of the living, no harm is done and no objection is taken.” For belief 
in psychic phenomena is one thing, while the practice of resorting to 
discarnate spirits for guidance in life is fu lof nerilto the soul, mind and 
body. Nor is the author's appeal to Maimonides easy to follow. Quite 
the reverse, Maimonides distinctly declares this to be the mark of folly 
and vanity, and departure from the way of truth which the Torah has 
enjoined in exhorting the son of Israel “ Thou shalt be who'e-hearted with 
the Lord thy God” (8. Yad. Abodah Zarah xi,, 13-15). The book is, not. 
withstanding, interesting and valuable as a survey, affording in a c'ear 
and pleasant style illumining glimpses of views of the Sages on subjects 
that have puzzled the philosophers and thinkers of all ages, and that 
affect the innermost being of all men and women. His remaining essays, 
particularly the one on “ Prayer,” contain many good things, and can be 
recommended with confidence. 

The author of ECONOMIC Socitery (Heinemann: 5s. net.), Mr. Victor 
Cohen, is an old Jews’ Free School boy who has already to his credit 
several successful text-books on historical and economic subjects. He 
was a first-class honours man in history of King's College, University of 
London, and took a Gladstone prize and other distinctions. He is now 
actively identified with the Fabian Society, the University of London 
Labour Party and the Workers’ Educational Association,

No. 701.—The Two Kingdoms, 


My DEAR COUSIN, 

' The ancient Persians believed that life was one long struggle 
3 between the forces of goodness and those of evil; that sometimes 
the one and sometimes the other was in the ascendant. One was 
the power of Light, the other the power of darkness; one made for 
Life, the other for death. One brought happiness, the other misery. 

it is a strange doctrine. Each man may judge for himself 
how muca truth there is in it. But an observer of events in 
Germany at the present ‘moment must surely be inclined towards 
the old Persian conception of evil. People are saying that a large 
number of Germans have gone mad. Their actions are worthy of 
| wild beasts, not of men. Their cruelty, heartlessness and falsity are 
a upparent to all the world. They have lost all sense of decency and 
‘call it a National Resurgence. They are allowing themselves to be 
governed by men who appear to take delight in causing suffering. 
some are perverts, many are convicted murderers, some are guilty of 
theft. The standards of civilised life seem to have been thrown to 
the winds. They glory in preaching and practising hate. 

Let, withal, they claim to represent a political philosophy. TI is 

‘a peculiarly clumsy expression of Fascism. But Fascism is not 
“new. It was preached four hundred years ago by an Italian— 
Niccolo Machiavelli, whose mame has come to be associated with 
unscrupulous action. Those who have read “The Prince” will 
recall Machiavelli's advice to successful rulers as to how to maintain 
their position. Seize power, he counsels, and let nothing restrain 
vou from maintaining vour position—neither the laws of God nor 
consideration for man. .“ You must know,” Machiavelli writes, 
~ that there are two methods of fighting, the one by law, the other 
by force: the first is that of men, the second of beasts: but as the 
first method is often insufficient, one must have recourse to the 
second.” Observe how the Nazis are following this advice. Hitler 
has managed to abolish the German constitution. A whole nation 
has thus lost iis rights and is at the mercy of a boor, untrained in 
the work of government, untaught to think. an uncouth creature of 
unstable sentimentalism. That would be bad enough. But, in true 
Machiavellian fashion, he only fights by force. “In taking a state, 
the conqueror must arrange to commit all his cruelties at once, so 
as not to have to recur to them every day. ... whoever acts 
otherwise . . . is always obliged to stand with knife in hand.’ 
ldoes not Machiavelli's statement completely fit the case of the Nazis 
in Germany? They are indeed standing with knife in hand, guilty 
of horrible cruelties. The Government is fully alive to the position. 
indeed, it is part of its policy. What says Machiavelli? “A prince 
must not mind incurring the charge of cruelty for the purpose of 
keeping his subjects united and confident.’ With cruelties on its 
conscience, how was it to face the world? Machiavelli furnishes 
the answer :'“ It is necessary to be a great feigner and dissembler ; 
men are so simple and so ready fo obey present necessities, that one 
who deceives will always find those who allow themselves to be 
3 deceived.’ Is not this a perfect description of the Nazi movement 
: in Germany ? Hitler and his friends doubtless bear in mind Machia- 
a velli's further advice that as it is difficult to be both feared and loved, 
“it is much safer to be feared than loved, if one of the two has to 
be wanting.” But Machiavelli also. has his warnings. “States 
quickly founded, like all other things which are born and grow 
rapidly, cannot have deep roots; so that the first storm destroys 
them.” Hitlerism has not yet experienced its first storm. Marchia- 
velli may in the end prove not only a political philosopher but also 
« prophet of doom. 

It is manifest thatthe Machiavellian philosephy of the govern- 
ment is the complete negation of the Jewish outlook. on Hfe. 
Hience the deeply-rooted anti-Semitism of Hitler's movement. The 
Jewish view of society is summed up in the term the Kingdom of God, 
an ideal which Christianity also has adopted, and to which the best 
minds in the world are devoted. What is its mainspring? Love: 
* And thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself.” What is its highest 
ideal? Justice and fairness and consideration for others: “ What 
does the Lord requive of thee, but to do justice and to love mercy?” 
* Execute true judgment and show merey and compassion every 
man to his brother, and oppress not the widow, nor the fatherless, 
the stranger, nor the poor.” _ 

The Hebrew Prophet stresses mercy and compassion from man 
to man—not from Jew to Jew, or from German to German. The 
teaching of Judaism values the human soul and the preciousness of 
human life. “ They will not hurt nor destroy in all my holy mountain, 
for the earth will be full of the knowledge of the Lord as the waters 
cover the sea.” Ben Azai taught that the sublimest statement in 
Holy Writ was “ These are the generations of man,” six words which 
bear testimony to the brotherhood of all mankind. All are of one 
family, all are brethren. Men are descended from one ancestor, the 
Talmud wisely comments, so that no one may be able to say, my 
father was greater than yours. Judaism holds that since all men 
~ and women are made in the image of God, all are of equal d gnity, 

all carry a spark of the divine in them. Accordingly all human life 
is precious, and every wanton destruction of human life, no matter 
what the cause may be—whether War or party strife—is a crime 
against God and man. Because all men are brethren, Jewish 
teaching knows no distinction of class or ereed or race. The pious 
of all nations may find a place in the world to come, 
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From these roots spring the social ethics of Judaism. These 
have found manifold expressions. Recall Jeremiah’s “ Execute ye 
justice and righteousness, and deliver the spoiled ovt of the hand of 
the oppressor; and do no wrong, do no violence, to the stranger, the 
fatherless, nor the widow, neither shed innocent blood in this place.” 
These words, it may be said, are the warp and woof of Western 
civilisation which owes them to the genius of a great Jew. In the 
light of these words it becomes apparent that Hitlerism has nothing 
in common with Western civilisation, or with the Christianity, pro- 
fessing Jewish ideals, which bas moulded that civilisation. In jits 
highest form this teaching marks the Kingdom of God, the realm of 
Light; Hitlerism, on the other hand, with its imept adaptation 
of Machiavellian doctrines, is the Kingdom of Darkness, the offspring 
of Satan, the embodiment of evil. No state that is built up on 
evil and wrong can survive. If history has one lesson to teach, it 
is that only those states flourish which are rooted in righteousness. 
The Kingdom of Darkness leads to war. destruction and desolation: 
the Kingdom of God to peace, justice and love. 

’ Blessed are the meck ; blessed are thev that hunger and thirs! 
after righteousness ; blessed are the merciful ; blessed are the peace 
makers.” Such is the teaching of the Sermon on the Mount. Listen 
to the teaching of Hitler's movement. Addressing the Navi private 
army only last Friday, the official organ of Hitler's Storm ‘Proops 
bids them be revengeful, commends Goering’s “ holy brutality,” and 
encourages them “to enjoy to the full” the discomfiture of their 
enemies. Hitlerism is at the opposite pole to the Sermon on the 
Mount. Hilerism may hurt the Jews in Germany, and so will 
become a Jewish problem. But in so far as it is a negation of the 
noblest ideals of Christianity, it becomes a Christian problem like 
wise, A Christian problem also are the Jews in Germany, for 
blessed are they that have been persecuted for righteousness sake, 
for theirs is the Kingdom of Heaven.”

The Polish Minister in Berlin has again protested, for the third time, 
Ayaimst attacks on Polish Jews in Germany. He has also submitted the third 
list of names of Jews who have suffered through the attacks, as follows : 

Berii.— On March 24th, eight Hitlerists in uniform fired several shots 
at the door of a house inhabited by a Jew named Fuchs, at Blumenstrasse 99, 
and broke the door open. Several of them then entered the roums inhabited 
hy Herman Riemer, his son Jacob and daughter Hetti. The father and son 
they took into a car waiting outskle, in which they also placed another Jew, 
(‘haim Weissbart. Inside the car these unfortunate people were beaten with 
whips all the way to the Hitlerist quarters at Hedermannstrasse, There 
they were again beaten and brought before the chief for examination, When 
it was discovered that they were Polish Jews, they were informed they had 
heen arrested by mistake and were ordered to leave and not to tell any- 
body what had happened tothem, but to say that they had been injured in an 
accident, 

At CoLoGNe four armed Hitlerists entered the shop of Israel Schaja, 
Muhlenbachstrasse 25. One of them, drawiny a revolver, ordered a complete 
search, They put a large number of shoes into sacks and took from the safe 
613 Marks before leaving. Schaja followed them and informed a policeman 
what had occurred, but the policeman, though he saw the assailants with the 
stolen goods, refused to intervene. 

On March 13th, several armed men, some of whom were in uniform, 
broke into the house of Leon Unger, Waidmarkt 13,15, whose furniture they 
ilemolished, as well as that of another Jew living in the same house, The 
police arrested three of the hooligans, 

(nHEMNITZ.._During the night uniformed Hitlerists broke into the house 
of M. L. Wolff, Logenstrasse 26, attacking him and his wife'and other persons 
living there, 

Qn Mareh 18th, uniformed Hitlerists arrested several Polish Jews, 
among others Jacob Hertzog and his two brothers Henryk and Oswald, 
L.. Lander, L. Lowi, Israel Amsterdam and Hersh Hihmann, who have been 
detained until now, while their families remain in ignorance of their where- 
abouts, 

Bresiavu.—On March 16th, uniformed Hitlerists broke into the house 
of Chil Kilschtein, Antonienstrasse 36. When several neighbours and a 
policeman came to the r.scue, the hooligans said that they were searching 
for arms, Nevertheless, they took 20 Marks and a silver watch before leaving. 

KAISERLAUTERN.—QOn March a Jew named Julius Lieker was 
arrested and beaten in prison, 

DINSLAKEN.— On March 22nd, a Jew named Baron, who had, been 
arrested several days earlier, was released from prison, and on returning home 
found that Hitlerists had completely emptied his shop of goods and turned 
it into a living apartment, Baron was subsequently again arrested, 


Beaten Till he Bled. 


Dorruunnp.— On the same date, two heoligans in uniform entered the 
shop of the Jew, Isaac Turteltaub, Gartenstrasse i3, and compelled him 
at the pistol’s point to exchange their old boots for new ones without pay- 
ment. ‘l'wo days earlier, at about 4 p.m., uniformed Hitlerists entered the 
shop of Gedali Scheck, Kielstrasse 34, and ordered him to close it, This 
he did and he was taken to the police station, where he was ordered to knee! 
down, and when he did so he was beaten and knocked about till he bled 
from the many injuries, He was later released. In the same town Hitlerists 
entered the home of a Polish Jew named Peril Orlean, Ostergolsstrasse 87. 
‘They searched the house and arrested the son, whom they attacked and 
injured at the police station, 

DuespEn.— Polish Jews were again maltreated in Dresden. The brothers 
Reich, Messrs. Trinezner, Danker and Markus, all Polish Jews, were taken 
out of their shops by uniformed Hitlerists and severely beaten’; 200 Marks 
were stolen from one of them,- Simon Hermann was attacked at night in 
his house, Gorlitzerstrasse 45, 

Dutsperc.,—At Duisberg five uniformed men broke into the house 
of Rabbi Markus Jacob Bereisd, whom they injured severely with rubber 
whips, slashing him about the face and all over the body. The police in the 
vicinity declared that it was not their duty to protect the Jews, On the 
same day, March 18th, the same hooligans entered the house of another 
Jew, Mordecai Jablonower, Charlottenstrasse 29, knocking him down and 
heating him with sticks. On the 23rd, a group of uniformed Hitlerists broke 
into the Synagogue, Charlottenstrasse 29, They seized the Rabbi and dressing 
him up in a black-gold-red flag, drove him through the Beckstrasse, Univer- 
sitatstrasse, Poststrasse and Kdénigstrasse, When they released him he 
was attacked by a crowd and only the intervention of unknown persons 
rescued him from their hands, The police, instead of arresting the attackers, 


arrested the Rabbi, whose wife, too, was injured, . 
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At Marxkrewitrz, Herman Schustermann was arrested on March 2]st 
and beaten severely by the uniformed men who arrested him, 

At Mixncney, a Jew, aged 65, Jehuda Zimet, was attacked in the street 
and beaten so severely that he had to stay in the hospital for a week, 

In Putsex, Moses Scheitzner was arrested and beaten, 

In Wanwnek, Hitlerista broke into the house of the Jew, Leib Danglar, 
and stole his hbelonyinys, Wi en he went to the police for pre tection he “as 
told that ali n Jews can seek nw protection if Germany, 

The above list, submitted to the German Fore ign Office, states that 
this gives only a fraction of the number of Polish Jews who have suffered 
loss of property and injuries, and that another list will soon be added, as 
it is in preparation, Damayes will be demanded in all cases, 


France Opens Her Doors to Refugees. 

In reply to a question in the French Chamber, M. Chautemps, 
Minister of the Intertor, said that the doors of France were open to 
the suffering and oppressed Jews of Germany. M. Paul Painleve, the 
ex-Premier, and M. Justin Godart, an ex-Cabinet Minister, presided 
at two huge public protest meetings in Paris last week. . Both halls 
were packed, about 15,000 people being estimated to have been 
present, and thousands more were unable to obtain admission. At it 
Paris theatre a play in German, presented by a German company, 
was tnterrupted by violent protests. Large crowds demonstrated 
outside the theatre shouting. “Down with the Jew-baiters! Down 


with the Nazis!’ Finally the police were called in and the house 


cleared. 

M. Herriot has stated on behalf of the French Government that 
they would be honoured in offering Professor Kinstein a teaching 
post in France. 

Two thousand Jews assembled last week before the German 
Consulate at Antwerp, but were dispersed by the police. At the 
Diamond Exchange, Jews who were found to be still sending raw 
diamonds to Germany to be cut were removed from the premises. 

Our Dutch Correspondent writes that the Jewish Committee in 
Amsterdam Have received a large number of letters reporting 
Gierman obstruction to Jewish emigration. Instances are oecu! 
ring where the German authorities are declaring visas invalid, 
und in anumber of cases they have confiscated passports of would 
be emigrants. It ‘is apparent that increasing efforts ate being 
made to stop the flow of refugees. Another correspondent in 
\msterdam writes that Jews who succeed in running the’ gauntlet 
are met on the platform of the Central Station by a representative 
of the German Nazi Movemeut in Holland, one M. Patzig. Ut has 
been established that this man. together with an assistant, is taking 
the names of the fugitives from the labels of the owners’ trunks, 
While asking these people several questions, without making him 
self known. The ALGEMEEN HANDELSBLAD, the prominent con 
servative newspaper, writes that “the behaviour of M. Patzig means 
#% serious abuse of the hospitality which he is enjoying here. 
Although the authorities probably can do nothing to prevent this 
man’s Work, it may be expected that M. Patzig himself will come 
{o realise that Amsterdam is né@t Berlin, and that we cannot tolerate 
such espionage on Dutch territory.’ 

The Palestine Government has granted the Jewish Agency

POLICY ON GERMAN SITUATION. 


Statement by the President. 


SIX SUB-COMMITTEES APPOINTED. 


The attendance at the Board last Sunday was pretty good, 
certainly in the earlier part when the German position was the 
main question of interest. . The minority party which clamoured 


for Jewish protest meetings, did not appear to make either a good 
show or a deep impression. It was evident that the overwhelming 
majority of the Board supported the policy outlined by the Chair 
man, The problem of the Consultative Committee was discussed 
at the fag end of the meeting and it ts @ thousand pities that so 
interesting a theme should have bad so thin a public. It is to be hoped 
that Major Nathan and his associates will on reconsideration enrol 
themselves under the aegis of the Joint Foreign Committee, 

Last Sunday's meeting of the Deputies of British Jews 
at the Communal Centre, presided over by the President, Mr. 
Neville J. Laski, K.C. (Fulham and Kensington), was ocrupied with 
a discussion of the Jewish situation in Germany. Mr. Laski made 
a full statement on the situation and the Board’s reaction to it. 


A Tribute to the British Press. 

The PRESIDENT, who read his statement, said that the attitude of the 
whole Anglo-Jewish Community had been extremely restrained anc 
disciplined and there had been no exaggeration from any Jewish source of 
any factual matter in connection with events in Germany. We have nv 
control over English newspapers either in respect of their statements of 
fact or their statements of opinion,” said Mr. Laski. “It is, and | 
deliberately say it, an unalloyed satisfaction to us that the whole of 
English opinion has declared its resentment against the German treat. 
ment of the Jew in Germany. If English newspapers of the standing of 
THE TrIMes, the DAILY TELEGRAPH, the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN, to 
mention three only, print news matter of physical brutality, I repea' that 
not only have we no control, but we have no reason to suppose that their 
sense of responsibility would permit them to publish matter other 
than that which had been ascertained by their responsible and distin- 
suished correspondents to be a fact.” To controvert the statements 
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as to physical outrage, he continued, was only part of a highly- 
organised and widespread piece of German Government propaganda, 
The Joint Foreign Committee were anxious to avoid any unneces- 
sary provocation of or aggression against the present German 
Government, for two reasons, In the first place they had hoped, as it 
was in the very nature of their duty to hope, that such conduct would give 
Gcrmany an opportunity, after the first flush of enthusiasm following upon 
the establishment of the Hitler regime had subsided, that saner counsels 
might prevail. So far they had been grievously disappointed. In the 
econd place they had hoped that so long as on their side they faced the 
situation with a dignified insistence upon the one outstanding elementary 
claim of German Jewry, such discussions as might take place would affect 
an amelioration of the situation. In this also they were disappointed. 
‘The Joint Foreign Committee and in particular Mr. Montefiore and himself 
were fully awere that there had been criticisms directed against them for 
what was deemed fo be a policy of inaction. They were satisfied that not 
only was theirs the right attitude, but that that attitude had the approval 
of the non-Jewish world, whose opinion and responsibility carried weight, 
whom they had thought to consult, and he was confident that the Board, 
with the discretion which it had always displayed would not press him to 
amplify. He had been told by men whose names carried weight every- 
where, that their restraint and moderation of statement and refusal to be 
driven into a display of angry excitement had not only won but consoli- 
dated opinion in favour of theircause. The Joint Foreign Committee had 
enlarged its composition by inviting to it representatives of as many facets 
of the Jewish Community as possible. They proposed to utilise the 
following Committees: 

(a: A Refugee Sub-Reception Committee, with Mr. Otte Schiff as Chairman ; 
certain very necessary steps had been taken, and they were in a position to draw 
at least £10,000 under anu arrangement made by Mr. Schiff, Mr. Montetiore and 
himself, for immediate needs. At the moment it was not desirable to appeal for 
contributions for relief. (+) An Information Sub-Committee, under the Chair- 
manship of Mr. Leonard Stein. (c) A Parliamentary Sab-Committee for which 
thev had available on this Board, besides Sir Isidore Salmon, as Vice-President, 
Major Nathan, and Mr. Janner. (d) A Meeting Sub-Commitiee, under the 
Cnairmanship of Mr. M. G. Liverman, whose duty it would be to keep in touch 
with and arrange and co-ordinate and deal with all the questions which arose 
under that head. (¢) An E:st End Co-ordination of Effort Committee, with 
which Mr. Morris Myer would be associated with Mr. H. H. Davisand Dr. Homa,

lie had said, continued Mr. Laski, little or nothing of any négotia- 
tions or discussions. It was inevitable that in such a crisis little should 
be said, and the reasons were too apparent to need elaboration. At their 
last meeting they Were given a promise that at the earliest appropriate 
moment a non-Jewish meeting would be held. They had done their duty 
in respect of that promise both in the letter and in the spirit. But it 
wonld be improper to have a non-Jewish meeting which was not held 
under auspices and with a platform beyond challenge as to its quality. 
they had no objection to the holding of meetings. They particularly 


welcomed mectings of-a non-Jewish character, because they felt thatan . 


expression of feeling on the part of their fellow non-Jewish citizens was 
far more effective confirmation to the Nazi regime of the universal con- 
demuation of their action than any Jewish meeting that mivht be held. 
They had no objection to Jewish meetings. They only hoped that such 
meetings would be held with a sense of dignity and restraint. A con- 
sultative Committee had been established following a meeting in the 
House of Commons, with which Committee, among others, Major Nathan 
and Mr. Perlzweig were associated. The Joint Foreign Committee must 
control the situation, and divided counsels and divergent policies pursued 
by different bodies made not only for disharmony, but for disaster. 

in conclusion, Mr. Laski said that if any information was required at 
that meeting, he would ask the questioner to write out his question with 
his name appended. If the question could be answered there, it should 
be; and if not. the questioner could see Mr. Montefiore or himself after 
the meeting, and they would do their best properly to satisfy the desire 
for information. 

Mr, LEONARD G. MONTEFIORE, O.B.E. (Anglo-Jewish Association), the 
Chairman, presented the Report of the Joint Foreign Committee which, 
after certain alterations had been agreed to, was submitted to the Board 
in the form of a resolution and carried unanimously in the following terms: 

The meeting of the Comm ttee was exclusively concerned with the situation 
in Germany, and with the recent events, which have no parallel in modern 
history. ‘The latest reports were laid before the Committ:e, and al possible 
steps likely to assist were carefully considered. Expressions of the feeling 
aroused in this country and shared by all religious denominations and all shades 
of political opinion have reached the Committee in large numbers. That feeling 
of amazement and horror equals in intensity that which, it goes without saying, 
anim tes every man and woman in the Jewish Community. The Committee 
then concerned itself with the consideration of measures that may be necessary 
now and in the imme. liate future, and asks the Board of Deputies to call upon 
the Jews of the British Empire to use all means at their disposal to induce the 
present German Government to withdraw their policy of discrimination against 
the Jews in that country. 

Tt was also agreed that this resolution should be sent to the Foreign 
Office and to any other authoritative body to which the Committee think 
it advisable to send it. 

Mr. LEONARD MONTEFIORE said that they must consider what steps 
they could take to help their brethren in Germany, by which he included 
political and diplomatic steps avd the immediate task of how they could 
help the refugees; what measures they could take to strengthen and 
extend the sympathy which was being felt throughout this country for the 
cause of the persecuted Jews of Germany, and to rebut Nazi propaganda 
which was be sinning to infiltrate into this country ; and how they could 
best give expression to their feelings. 

In the long discussion which followed, Mr. P. Horow1Tz (Rumanian), 
complained that the Board and the Joint Foreign Committee had failed to 
ceive the Jewish masses a direct lead, and he declared that it was for 
such a lead that they were waiting. He deprecated very strongly the 
suggestion that all that was necessary for them to do was to concentrate 
upon the mobilisation of non-Jewish opinion which, he contended, implied 
that they were not prepared to defend themselves when attacked. 

Mr. CYRIL Q. HENRIQUES (Nairobi) also appealed to the Board to give 
a lead, saying that the Jewish people were asking them not only for 
words of encouragement but for demonstrative action. If the Jewish 
people, he declared, were to go down, let them go down fighting. 

Mr. NATHAN LASKI, J.P. (Manchester, Great), urged thatevery move 
must be carefully considered. He asked the Board to give Mr. Neville 
Laski all the support they could. It was not fair to criticise the Joint 

Foreign Committee. (Voices: “Why?”) ‘hey were doing their best, 

The PRESIDENT said that he did not resent criticism. 

Mr. B. 8. Straus, J.P. (East London), appealed for unity. “Let us 
show the world,” he urged, “a united front.” 
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Mr. H. A. GOODMAN (Adath Yisroel) strongly deprecated any attemps 
to mix up the fight of the Jewish people with that of the Communists, 
He also asked the Chairman of the Shechita Committee and the Committee 
carefully to consider the problems which had arisen in Germany as 4 
result of the ban on Shechita. 

Alderman 8. Bosom, J.P. (Limehonse Federation Synagogue) paid 
tribute to the work of the President of the Board. 

Mr. Percy COHEN (Association of Jewish Friendly Societies) said 
their Movement was prepared to support the Board, and their members 
were also prepared to become members of the various sub-committees 
which had been set up. 

Mr. MICHAEL LEVY (Association of Jewish Friendly Societies) declarcd 
that if the Board led they would have the whole of their Community to 
follow them. 

The report of the Joint Foreign Committee was then put in the form 
of a resolution and carried unanimously, as stated, 

The reports of the Law and Parliamentary Committee, the Shechita 
Comuittee, the Aliens Committee and the Palestine Committee were then 
presented and carried. 

Mr. I. Lanpavu (United Synagogue) announced in connection with 
Shechita that at long last the Weinberg Pen was now in full operation at 
Islington Cattle Market. 

Major H. L. NATHAN, M.P. (Shass, Old Montague Street) expressed 
the hope that they would receive am assur ince that the Board would mect 
again after a lapse of not more than three wecks. 


The Work of the Consultative Committee. 

A long discussion took place on the question of the relationship of the 
recently formed Consultative (omumittee to the Joint Foreign Committee. 

Mr. BARNETT JANNER, M.P. (Cardiff, Hebrew) stressed the point that 
if any activity was undertaken by any outside body it should not only be. 
made clear that it was in co-operation with the Board, but under 
instructions of the Board in the fullest sense of the word. They were 
going through very anxious times and any step taken must not indicate ina 
any way that there was a split in authority. The fountain head of 
authority must be the one which had always been regarded as the proper 
and right one so far as the British Community throughout the length and 
breadth of the Empire was concerned. 

Dr. M. Epstein (United Synagogue) said he thought they were all 
agreed that this Consultative Committee meant to do its best to help. 
But if this Committee was really willing to help—and he did not question 
it fora moment—he wanted to make this appeal t> Major Nathan, that 
he and those associated with him on that Committee might well come in 
as one of the Sub-Committees of the Joint Foreign Committee. . 

Major NATHAN replied that Dr: Epstein’s suggestion had been fully con. 
sidered by the distinguished men who were present at a meeting of the 
Consultative Committee, and it was decided that while they would seek 
the closest co-operation with the Joint Foreign Cormmittec, they could not 
accept the subordinate status of a sub-committee. 

After further discussion, the PRESIDENT said there was no authority 
with which the Joint Foreign Committee could possibly conflict. In his 
opinion any power which any body exercised must be under the control 
delegated by, and in discipline and loyalty to, the Joint Foreign Com. 
inittee. The composition of the Consultative Committee was such that 
they could rely upon them, and it would be impossible for anyone to 
think that there was side by side with the Joint Foreign Committee an 
autonomous body. Major Nathan and Sir Philip Hartog had said.so, 
and that was good enough for him; for he knew that their actions would 
not belie their words. 


M.P.s’ Attitude to Germany. 
Growing Dissatisfaction with MacDonald Evasions. 


Anglo-German Friendship Relapsing. 

Mr. MacDonald informed Mr. J. Morris (C., Salford N.) that the 
pressure of Parliamentary business made it impossible to allot time 
for the discussion of his motion extending to British Jews sympathy 
with them in the persecution of their co-religionists, and asking the 
Government to make friendly representations to the German Govern. 
ment to respect the numerical weakness and defenceless position of 
Jews in that country. The views widely beld in this country, Mr. 
MacDonald said had recently found expression in this country. 
Mr. Morris asked whether the House was to have any opportunity 
of registering the strong feeling which exists on all sides against 
the persecution of the Jews in Germany. 

Mr. MacDonald: It is a matter of discretion, and we are quite 
willing at the moment to leave it where it is. 

Major Nathan (L., Bethnal Green) asked if the Foreign Secretary 
was now able to make a statement as to the general situation in 
Germany, and in particular as to the situation of the Jews in that 
country and as to the measures of discrimination directed against 
them. Captain Eden, Under-Secretary, Foreign Office, replied that 
Sir John Simon preferred to await the report of the British Ambas- 
sador in Berlin for which he had asked, before making any general 
statement. The report was expected probably in the course of the 
week-end. Mr. Janner (L., Whitechapel) asked that particulars 
should be obtained concerning the Jews in Upper Silesia who were 
being displaced from their vocations and were being treated with 
violence, particularly in view of the German-Polish Convention* 
Captain Eden said there would be no avoidable delay. 

Col. Acland-Troyte (C., Tiverton): Do not these events show 
that the mentality of 1914 still exists? 

Mr. Lansbury, Leader of the Opposition, suggested that the 
League of Nations should be asked to take steps to deal with the 
very large number of refugees who were being driven out of 
Germany. Capt. Eden said he would pass on this suggestion to the 
Foreign Secretary.

increasing number of questions put to Ministers are not altogether

itis.” Members are not at all convinced that intervention would be 
impossible or even unprecedented, and Russi 1, Turkey and Rumania 
have been pointed to as examples of interventions by the Powers. 
The spontaneous and sincere indignation aroused among Members 
by Nazi violence. and more particularly by the economic pogrom 
and the savage discrimination against Jews of the professional 
classes in Germany, has come as a revelation even to one who, like 
your correspondent, is in continuous touch with all shades of 
opinion in the House, and if the German Government could under- 
stand the depth of the resentment which their carefully planned 
and vicious economic warfare against the Jews has aroused, they 
would be satisfied as to the futility of their policy. 


A Clumsy German Trick. 


Members continue to receive numerous letters from Germany 
signed by Jews, as well as by non-Jews, endeavouring to explain 
that the “atrocity campaign" has. been grossly exaggerated 
ebroad. These letters are obviously all inspired, and the Central 
Organisation which is evidently responsible for their production 
and distribution has, with @ singular lack of subtlety, failed to 
conceal a common source of inspiration. No one here, however, is 
deceived by the machine-made German protests. 

A well-known Member of the House, who has been actively 
associated in the movement to foster better relations between 
England and Germany,told me that he will take no further part 
in this work until the German Government ceases te persecute 
its Jewish citizens. I hear that when Count Gottfried Bismarck, 
a Nazi Deputy in the Reichstag, addressed the Anglo-German 
Society in the House of Commons a few days ago, he had to | sten 
to a great deal of criticism from members of his audience, including 
some Members of Parliament, and that he was not left inany doubt 
as to opinion in this country about the persecution of German Jews. 
Further evidence of the concern felt in Parliament is shown in the 
number of questions put to Ministers and the notices appearing in 
the Order Pap -r almost daily. Mr. Barnett Janner has been pointing 


out tothe Government that the means exist under the Covenant 


of the League for drawing attention to events in Germany, but 
appsrrently the policy of the Government at the moment appears to 
be to leave the matter where it is. 


Hitlers Hand in England ? 
Police ‘‘ Advise Removal of Posters. 


WHO LAID THE INFORMATION ? 


[From our Parliamentary Correspondent. | 


A considerable amount of feeling was created last Sunday by 
fulvice which was given by the police to a large number of shop- 
keepers in the East End to remove the German boycott posters from 
their premises, which was regarded by many as a definite instruction. 
Mr. Janner interviewed the police that evening, with the result-that 
the position was cleared to this extent—that the replacement of 
such posters was held to be quite in order.

He denied the suggestion that orders were given for the removal of 
the posters, or that proceedings were threatened for failure to 
comply. 

Major Attlee asked whether the Home Secretary had informa- 
tion of physical force at the disposal of anti-Semitic organisations 
in this country. Mr. Churchill wanted to know from what quarter 
breaches of the peace were likely to occur. Major Nathan enquired on 
what grounds the police suspected any disturbance of the peace and 
Mr. Janner pointed out that the posters had been exhibited for two 
weeks without the slightest interference by anybody. When pressed 
further by Mr. McEntee, Sir John Gilmour replied that if people 
chose to display boycott posters they were at liberty to do so. The 
applause which greeted the favourable announcement gave a 
further clear indication of Members’ hostility to the attitude adopted 


in Germany against: the Jews.

Sir A. Chamberlain Warns Hitler. 


Speaking at Birmingham last Friday, Sir Austen Chamberlain 
delivered a weighty warning to Germany in regard to Jewish 
persecution. “I can base what I have to say,” he said, “on the 
utterances of men in authority in Germany, and I say that these 
utterances, at present reflecting an attitude applied only to Germans 
in Germany, reveal a spirit which we hoped had departed from this 
world, and that it shocks other nations to see the embers of a 
religious persecution stirring again, and to hear talk of a religious 
or racial proscription of a great section of the German people. | 
want the German Government to: think for one moment of the 
impression which their attitude towards their fellow citizens who 
are within their power must give to the whole world of what their 
attitude to other nations would be if they were in a position of 
power to enforce their will.” 


Count Bismarck’s Fruitless Visit. 


Count Bismarck, who is understood to have been sent to 
England by the Hitler Government to explain the Nazi policy and 
to counterbalance the hostility now prevalent throughout England, 
nddressed a meeting last: week of the Institute of International 
Affairs. .More than 500 people were present, and the general 
atmosphere was hostile. Sir Andrew McFadyean said: “I would 
as Ceunt Bismarck to take. back to Germany the following 
message from this meeting. It is an undoubted fact that in this 
country many influential and thoughtful people who had developed 
real friendship for Germany since the War, are. now openly saying 
that for the first time since the War they have more sympathy with 
Franee than with Germany.” The previous evening, Count Bismarck 
addressed a private meeting at the House of Commons of Members 
of Parliament, who, it is understood, gave him .a hostile reception. 

Lord Reading has resigned his Presidency and his membership 
of the Anglo-German Association” in view of the policy of persecution 
now being pursued by the German Government against the Jews in 
Germany.” 

A special meeting of the English P.E.N. Club Executive at the 
home of the President, Mr. H.G. Wells, decided to invoke the 
co-operation of the affiliated P.EL.N. clubs throughout the world it 
the interests of intellectual freedom. 


Catholic Archbishop's Protest. 


Dr. Downey, Roman Catholic Archbishop of Liverpool, spoke at 
n meeting of several thousand people held in Liverpool last week to 
protest against the Nazi persecution of Jews in Germany. Other 
speakers were the Bishop of Liverpool (Dr. David), Miss Eleanor 
Rathbone, M.P., Col. J. J. Shute, M.D... and the Rey, Norman Fraser 
(a Presbyterian Minister). 

Nothing has officially been done in Manchester except to hold 
more “ private ’ meetings, to which the Press has not been invited. 
The aim is, apparently, to “hold fire” until something definite ts 
decided upon by the Board of Deputies, and in the meantime 
resolutions have gone up declaring the: Shechita Board's confidence . 
in the Board of Deputies. Merchants’ boycotting continues—an 
important hardware merchant told our correspondent he had 
cancelled his German business. Jewish doctors have instructed 
their chemical and surgical wholesalers not to supply them with 
German goods. There is still, moreover, a great deal of disappointed 
protest at the seeming lack of action of the leaders, as it is quite 
well realised that the real tronble will be to “re-emancipate ” 
German Jewry and restore it to its full citizen. rights. 

South Wales protested against Hitlerism at a gigantic meeting 
held in Cory Hall, Cardiff. Hundreds were unable to secure admis- 
sion. Principal J. F. Rees, University College of South Wales and 
Monmouthshire, presided over a platform occupied by every shade 
of religious, political and public opinion, Other speakers were Mr. 
Leonard G. Montefiore, the Rey. J. Penry Thomas, Mr. 0.’ Temp!e 
Morris, M.P., the Bishop of Llandaff, Canon D. J. Hannon. on behalf 
of the Archbishop of Cardiff and the Roman Catholic Community, 
the Rey. Gywn Lewis, representing the Evangelical Churches of 
South Wales, the Rev. John D. Thomas, Rector of Canton. Alder- 
man Charles Bird and Councillor James Griffiths. Mr. A. Schwartz 
read several telegrams wishing the meeting success. One was 
signed by all the South Wales Members of Parliament. 

Further resolutions of protest have been passed by the National 
Liberal Club, the Bermondsey and Rotherhithe Synagogue and 
Religion Classes, the Southport Jewish Literary and Social Club, 
University College of South Wales and Monmouthshire. the Cam- 
bridge Free Church Ministers, the District Synagogues’ Council and 
Golders Green Synagogue. 


Co-ordinating the British Boycott. 


At a meeting of the British Fur Traders’ Organising Committee, 
it was resolved that in view of indisputable evidence that the policy 
of discrimination against Jews in Germany is being continned. the 
protest and boycott movement be extended and intensified until 
definite assurances are forthcoming from the German authorities 
that the full rights and status of German citizens of the Jewish race 
have been restored. It was further resolved that in order to make 
the boycott movement effective, a conference of representatives of 
the existing. Protest and Boycott Committees of the various trades, 
industries and professions be called at the earliest date, with a view 
to forming a Joint Council to direct and control the movement. 
Various trades have already signified their intention to join the

Hitler's Export Propaganda. 
The True Value of Letters from Germany. 


Kvery effort is still being made to persuade Jews abroad to « all 
olf their boycott. There is a flood of propaganda to the effect that 
(Giermany 18 @ positive “home from home Many 
London merchants have rec ived telegrams. cables and circular 
letters from their Jewish agents in trermany. asking them to re- 
assure their business friends and the publie that Jews are hat 
being persecuted and that business is going on without inter 
ference. Such letters usually conclude with an assurance that “ we 
have written this letter entirely on our own initiative and with no 
instigation whatever from official quarters.’ This seems an 
unnecessary assurance to come from a country - where everything is 
proceeding normally—-with the trifling exception of the ovposition 
Press. Letters more worthy of consideration are those received by 
personal friends, letters written in the same strain, but the sincerity 
of which cannot be called into question. Their explanation, how- 
ever, 1s simple when one remembers that the opposition Press has 
bean completely silenced. Any number of acts of barbarism can be 
committed just round the corner and unless they are reported in 
the Press they will only be known to eye-witnesses and their 
uwequaintances. Moreover, letters are now being received from 
friends who have been discharged from employment merely 
hecause they are Jews. This is a form of persecution that cannot 
be hushed up, and even if every story of physical violence were a 
lie, this economic persecution alone would be suflicient to justify 
the active indignation of the onlooking world.

Refugees in London. 


The Work of the Jews’ Temporary Shelter. 

The arrival of refugees in this country (writes our repre 
scnutative) is already giving work to the recently-formed Jewish 
Refugees’ Committee, of which Mr. Neville Laski, K.C., Mr. Leonard 
Montefiore and Mr. Otto Schiff are members. Two hundred Jews 
have arrived here, and about thirty have alveady passed through the 
hands of. the Jews’ Temporary Shelter, with which the Committee is 
working inclose co-operation. The The 
refugees are allowed to stay in. England for one month only, and one of 
the tasks of the Committee is to interview them and if they so desire 
ittotry to obtain an extension of this time limit. In other cases 
the energies of the Committee are directed to the task of sending 
them to other parts of the world. Mr. Mundy, the Secretary of the 
Shelter, told me that the bulk of these immigrants. are highly 
‘ultured people and Germans by birth, only a few being Poles. So 
far they have received many offers of hospitality. Negotiations are 
being conducted with the Government with a view to the refugees 
being given the right of asylum irrespective of whether they have 
funds or not, the fact being made clear that the Jewish Community 
would be responsible for them. 


THE PRESS. 


Overwhelming Disgust. 


The Enylish Press continues, almost without exception, to 
vuice the overwhelming public disgust at Hitler's anti-Semi ism. 
Further leading articles have appeared in the DAILY HERALD 
and the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN, which has been banned in 
Giermany ; and a writer in last Saturday’s DaiLy TELEGRAPH, 
after referring to the admitted fact that Jews in Germany 
are everywhere being discharged from their employment, said: 
“At the same time the German authorities refuse to allow 
Jews to flee the country. The few who might succeed in obtaining 
leave to cross the frontier are forbidden by the foreign exchange 
regulations to take with them sufficient money to live on while 
seeking fresh posts abroad. There is a danger that these incontest- 
able facts may be overlooked in this country, yet the force of public 
opinion in England and America is the only hope of salvation that 
the Jews in Germany have. The calling off of the official boycott 
and the restive of the more lurid deeds of violence should not 
blind us to the ghastly catastrophe of Jewish poverty and destitution 
that is now being engineered surely and, it would seem, deliberately, 
by the Hitlerites in Germany. 

Most of these journals not merely denounce Hitler's s policy, but 
recognise that it must be strenuously opposed not merely by world. 
Jewry but by all enlightened people. Mr. Wickham Steed, in the 
SUNDAY Times, refers to what is happening as “a Dreyfus affair on 
a vast scale.’ The original Dreyfus case horrified Europe. There are 
now 600,000 Dreyfuse 

The Berlin correspondent of THE TimMES estimates that “the 
clearance of Jews from the State service and public positions has 
been nearly completed. Thousands of Jewish lawyers, notaries, 
doctors and dentists have been dislodged. Jewish professors and 
lecturers at the Universities are likely to be entirely eliminated 
before the’ summer term begins. In big private undertakings, for 
instance the A.E.G., all Jewish employees have been given notice.’ 


The Chief Rabbi's Letter to ‘‘The Times.’ 


Appreciation of British Sympathy. 


Tue Times published a letter from the Chief Rabbi thanking 
“the leaders of British opinion” for their spontaneous sympathy 
with the Jews. “That sympathy,’ he points out, “is, alas, still 
needed. The official boycott is over, but the ruthless elimination 
of the German Jew from the public, the professional, and the social 
life of his native land continues unabated. Alongside of this 
deprivation of civic rights, there is an unbelievable trampling under 
foot of the human dignity of every Jew and Jewess in that land.” 

Letters have appeared in THe Times from Mr. G. K. Chesterton 
and from Lord Horder, Physician-in-Ordinary to the Prince of Wales, 
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Lord Horder points out that the medical profession can ill afford te 
lose its German-Jewish members. Sir Walter Layton, who has just 
returned from Germany, writes in the News CHRONICLE with 
reference to the anti-Jewish boycott that “no one who has been in 
Grermany can fail to have realised the widespread sense of shame at 
what has occurred.” 

Sir John Foster Fraser writes in the Empire News: “ Mussolini 
wis more astute and farseeing than Hitler. Part of Hitler's policy 
is to antagonise the Jews: but Mussolini set about winning the 
upproval of Mother Church, between which and the State there had 
been sixty years of estrangemeat.” 

In the course of an article in the OBSERVER on Sunday, Mr. J. L.. 
Garvin said: “ The JUDENUETZ?P, both cruel and stupid, is one of the 
worst episodes in the modern history of Europe. The blunder is as 
yross as the crime .. . the occasional Jew who has become «a 
Christian is not spared. That principle would exclude Jesus and 
Paul.” In an interview in the same paper, Sir Evelyn Wrench, who 
has just returned from Germany said that during his stay, apart 
from members of the Government, 


he niet only one person who 
approved of the anti-Jewish policy.

American Hitlerism Active. 


Anti-Semitism the Avowed Policy. 
[From our Correspondcent—NEW York. | 
The anti-Semitic hooliganism in Germany has served to focus 


nitention on the activities of Hitlerists in America. It is reported 
that since the advent of the National Socialists to power in Germany, 


‘the Hitler movement in the United States has been reorganised and 


strengthened. It is also stated that an organisation called the 
League of the Friends of the Hitler Movement with headquarters in 
Hamburg has established a branch in the United States for the 
purpose of carrying on propaganda for the Nazis by establishing 
contacts for them with the Government, informing public opinion 
of the aims of the movement and influencing newspapers and 
important personalities. 

The total membership of the Hitlerist parties in America is 
about one thousand, according to the New York Times, all aliens 
who have not renounced their German citizenship. The general 
headquarters of the movement in America are located at Detroit, 
and there are other groups in Cincinnatti, Chicago, Los Angeles 
and San Francisco, with a branch in the German quarter of New 
York City. These groups meet regularly, and many of the 
nddresses delivered are devoted to anti-Semitic propaganda, 
The National Socialists have also recently begun the publica- 
tion of a new paper called. the -DkeuTscCHER BOEBACHTER, 
containing propaganda for Hitler, and anti-Semitic statements, 
At the New York headquarters of the movement, according to one 
newspaper, a group of earnest Nazi officials mostly ex-soldiers and 
ex-oflicers, maintain an earnest informal discipline suggesting a 
war-time field post.” It was explained to one newspaperman by 
Paul Manger, chief of the New York Nazis, that the most important 
internal policy of the organisation is anti-Semitism. “Germany,” he 
said, “ has discovered in recent years that Jews occupy all the bigh 
places in that country and that the German civilisation is no longer a 
German. but a Jewish product.” This fact, he said, was ground for 
revolution, particularly since they had also discovered that Marxism 
was carried and spread by the Jews. Therefore, he concluded, the 
Jews in other countries must not object unduly, if, in throwing out 
Marxism, they threw out those who brought it in.

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There are more than two million Jews in New York City or a total of 
27°7 per cent. of the total population, according to a recent survey made 
by Dr. Julius B. Maller of Columbia University, under the auspices of the 
Union of Amercan Hebrew Congregations.

A Letter from Jerusalem. 
ANOTHER ARAB DAMP SQUIB. 


NON-CO-OPERATION “IN PRINCIPLE.” 
From our Correspondent.—JERUSALEM. | 


The Arab political assembly on March 26th, which had been 
the greatly al scussed event of the SCUBOTI., Wis about as effec tive ils 
« pyrotechnical display on a rainy November the Fifth, to judge 
from the actual results of the meeting and the chorus of disappoint- 
ment and recriminations in the Arab newspapers themselves. For 
about a month the Arab camp had been conducting a keen campaign 
for the initiation of a policy of non-co-operation. On the appointed 
day, some four hundred notables, leaders and others of that 
self-appointed ilk, of whom three hundred were from Jaffa, 
met at the Apollo Cinema near the Jaffa quayside. The 
cunning strategy of the Nashashibi faction was soon displayed. 
In order to force the hand of the Mejiissein, the Mufti of Jerusalem's 
party, with whom bitter family and sectional disputes have existed 
for innumerable years, the Nashashibi adherents planked down a 
proposal for out-and-out non-co-operation with the Government. At 
first the Mufti seemed disinclined Lo pt the hallenge of whole. 
sale resignations. “I shall readily resign if it will be of advantage 
to my people,” he declared. But when he found that his “ sacrifice’ 
was received tauntingly, he veered round and offered an uncondi- 
tional resignation. But it was just a bit too late; he had been 
outmancuvred by the brilliantly-conceived plan of the 
Nashashibis to discredit him. “And one result of the meeting has 
been a considerable loss to his prestige in the Arab political sphere. 

The resolution ultimately adopted by the Jaffa meeting 
was Vaguely-worded one, non-co-operation in prince ple 
and urging a boycott of British goods and Jewish manufactures, 
but leaving it to a sub-Committee to work out the details. 
Kven that resolution, Say the reports, had a lackadaisical respouse. 
To tell the truth, any widespread Arab boycott at the. present 
moment has very Little chance of success. The peasantry are too 
apathetic about economiec-political. matters to rise to the bait of 
afluence promised by a non-payment of taxation campaign. Why 
should they go to the trouble of annoying the Authorities by refusing 
to pay taxes, indeed, when the Government voluntarily renounces 
{100,000 worth of overdue taxes? This announcement by the High 
Commissioner coincided with the date of the meeting, and the Arab 
newspapers, usually bitterly critical of Government notices, were 
forced grudgingly to admit its great, benelit to the grain-farmers. 

The Arab notables’ meeting, therefore, was merely an inter- 
party occasion, in which personalities and family politics were aired 
and of which the sanguine expectations entertained beforehand 
were not fulfilled. It is far from likely that it will have any 
influence at all upon the course of the Arab nationalist movement ; 
even the much-heralded Pan-Arab Congress, to have been he!d .at 
Bagdad in March or April, is no longer talked about. Local 
disinterested opinion is that these people are merely wasting their 
time, and making themselves universal laughing-stocks, by persist- 
ing in a course of agitation that meanders all over the place, twisting 
and turning up crooked paths with an aimless end. 


Jcrusalem's Drought. 

A serious situation in Jerusalem is predicted this summer as a result 
of the Government's announcement that the water supply in the capital 
is very much below even last year's poor volume, The depletion has 
come about by the failure of natural springs as a consequence of a 
succession of seasons of deficient rainfall The whole problem of giving 
Jerusalem a permanent supply of water has yet to be solved, Certainly, 
with close upon a million pounds on hand, the Government ought not to 
hoard its money for the benefit of whatever Utopian scheme of develop- 
ment it may. bo envisaging, but should com> tothe relief of Jerusalem 
inhabitants by giving them the tangible means of having’a regular and 
plentiful supply. 

The Hebrew University. 

Much concern is expressed locally in the unhappy position of the 
Hebrew University as revealed by Dr. J. L. Magnes, the Chancellor, during 
the interview published in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE recently and exten- 
sively quoted in the local Press. It has been no secret for a long time that 
the University is going through a period of severe financial vicissitude, and 
the trouble is heightened by the obvious failure of American Jewry to 
provide the bulk of the budget as it has been doing hitherto, The 
Chancellor has appealed for more generous support by w_rid-Jewry, which 
hitherto kas neglected its duty towards the University. The paradox of 
the situation is, as he has said on more than one occasion, that at no 
other time in Jewish affairs have Palestine and the University 
been needed so urgentiy by the Jewish people. Requests are received 
daily from would-be students, scholars and scientists seeking a haven at 
the Institution on Mount Scopus ; and however sympathetic the attitude, 
their pleas must be rejected for want of accommodation and funds. 

The University celebrated the cighth anniversary of its inauguration 
on April Ist, It was on this day in 1925 that the late Lord Balfour stood 
upon a wooden platform on the slope of Mount Seopus and held out such 
high hopes of the University’s future. Since then, much water has flowed 
from the Jordan into the DeadSea, and some of the hopes have been 
fulfilled; but much remains to be done. The only solution to the 
University's sad financial difficulties is he creation of suitable endow- 
ment funds that would provide its annual income, instead of the casual 
gifts and donations that are now made yearly.

AN IMPORTANT DEVELOPMENT. 

The Colonial Secretary, Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister left London 
on Saturday, the Colonial Office announces, om a visit to Palestine, 
Cyprus and probably Bagdad. He will be absent fram London for 
about three weeks in all. He hopes, Sir Philip says, to obtain a 
fuller and more vivid appreciation of the problems of Palestine 
during his short visit. 

Last Friday Sir Philip inaugurated the London-Jerusalem tele- 
phone line by speaking to the High Commissioner, Sir Arthur 
Wauchope. Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister said that since he had taken 
office as Colonial Secretary it had been his wish and endeavour to 
promote a close and friendly understanding between his Majesty's 
Government and the people of Palestine, for whose welfare the 
british Government had accepted a responsibility which it was their 
firm intention to discharge. The Postmaster-General, Sir Kingsley- 
Wood, also took part in the inauguration. 

Colonel Hudson, the Postmaster-General of Palestine, com- 
mented, in his reply, on the fact that it was but little more than a 
dozen years since the first public telephone was installed in Palestine.

No Bar Against Jews Buying Land. 
TRANSJORDAN LEGISLATURE’S DECISION. 

The efforts to prevent the possibility of land sales in Trans: 
jordan to Jews by passing a law prohibiting the sale or lease of 
land to foreigners has failed. A Bill seeking to enact such a 
prohibition was defeated at the closing session of the Transjordan 
Legislative Council by thirteen votes against three. The Govern- 
ment representative wanted the Bill held over till the next session, 
but the majority of the Council insisted on an immediate vote. 


Civil Aerodromes in Palestine. 


Mr. EVERARD (C., Melton), asked the Colonial Secretary in the House 
of Commons, last week, whether any steps were being taken for the 
provision of civil aerodromes in Palestine and Transjordan. 

Sir P. CUNLIFFE-LISTER replied: There is already a civil aerodrome 
at Gaza, in Palestine. Consideration has been given to the question of

aircraft to use, subject to the exigencies of the Service, certain of the

Head and shoulders of halibut, Chopped parsley, 
‘Two onions, Four egys. 
Oil, 2 tablespoonfuls. Three lemons, 
Potato flour, 1 dess: ‘rtspoonful, Water, 1 pint.

| Foundations of Judaism. 

Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches delivered his concluding lecture in the 
Synagogue Hall, Salisbury Road, under the auspices of the B'nai 
B'rith Lodges. He dealt with the Universalist Foundation of 
Judaism. Mr. J. SOLOMON presided. 

Dr. Datcues refuted the contention of some of the German 
“higher critics’ that the God of Israel was only a national God, and 
that the Hebrew monotheism was mere henotheism. The very first 
verse of the book of Genesis proved the absurdity of that contention. 
The God of Israel was described in every book of the Bible as the 
Lord of the Universe, the Father and Ruler of all nations, the Maker 
and Master of all beings and all things. Israel became “ the chosen 
people when it chose to accept the Divine Law and to convey to 
the world the revelation of the Divine Will. The Hebrew Prophets 
addressed their message, their warnings and exhortations to Egypt 
und Babylon, to Ammon and Moab, to Tyre and Tarshish with the 
sume zeal and eloquence as the words they addressed to Israel and 
Judah. The Psalmists prayed for all men and nations; King Solomon 
included all peoples in his prayer offered up at the dedication of 
the Temple, and Ezekiel included the stranger in the allotment — 
of territory in his vision of the restored land of Israel. . Post- 
Biblical Hebrew literature, including the Talmud and the Midrash, 
contained many passages affirming the equality of all righteous 
people before God. Judaism had accepted without reserve the definite 
teaching of the Rabbis that “the pious of all nations have ashare in 
the world to come.” Those who differed from Jews in mutters of 
faith were not regarded‘as “ infidels,” and if they practised goodness 
and righteousness they were deemed as worthy of Divine favour, 
and as deserving of respect and reverence, as the High Priest in the 
Temple. The universalist outlook embodied in the prayer of Alenu 
and in the Amidah of Rosh Hashana and Yom Kippur was the 


noblest ever recorded. That certain safeguards, such as the 
prohibition of intermarriage, were necessary in order to 
preserve Judaism and to secure the survival of the Jewish 


people, should be obvious to all. There was no contradiction 
or conflict between the universalist and the nationalist aspects 
of Judaism, said Dr. Daiches. On the contrary, the two conceptions 
supplemented and perfected each other. If the Jewish people 
were to play in the future its historic part of enriching the spiritual 
life of humanity, it must preserve its ethnic identity and its spiritual 
endowment, and it must enjoy freedom and security. It was obvious 
that the belief in the brotherhood of man and the furtherance of 
international friendship and goodwill did not imply the removal of 
all distinction of race and nationality or the mixing up of all human 
families and communities. The restoration of Israel was to proceed 
while the fraternisation of nations was being accomplished. The 
co-operation of all who would be ready to do God's will on earth, 
including a regenerated Judea, would be necessary in order to 
redeem mankind from evil, to banish hatred and greed, and to bring 
about a state of universal peace, security and harmony. 


PORTSMOUTH. 


A representative of THE JeEWisH CHRONICLE who recently 
visited the town writes: 1 found a very flourishing Jewish com. 
munity in Portsmouth of about 150 families. The President of the 
Community is Mr. Hyman Filer, the death of whose brother, Mr. 
Myer Filer, a few months: ago was deeply deplored by the Com- 
munity by whom he was beloved. Thanks to an uninterrupted 
period of leadership, distinguished for its foresight and restraint, 
the general position of the Community in its affairs for the welfare 
of the town is a most satisfactory one ; indeed, local Jewry is widely 
respected throughout the business and social life of Portsmouth. 
The Synagogue, in Queen Street, is a most interesting fane and 
contains a large number of objects of importance to Jewish anti- 
quarians. The Royal Arms affixed below the clock on the balcony 
of the Synagogue is said to be the only instance in this country 
where the Royal Coat of Arms has been granted to a Syna- 
gogue, and the honour is reported to have been bestowed on 
the Synagogue by William LUI. The Hebrew Classes are doing 
excellent work. The fifty pupils meet four times weekly and 
I was impressed by their knowledge of Hebrew and Religion, as well 
as by their pride in their race and faith. The Minister, the Rev. 
M. Bloch, is deservedly popular with the entire Jewish Community, 
who hold him in the highest esteem. In civic circles, too, Mr. 
Bloch has a splendid reputation ; and recently he played a fine game 
at centre-half back for the winning side—the Portsmouth Clericals— 
in a football match against a team of local business men. Mr. Bloch

fold me that the present Synagogue in Queen Street, dates back 
to 1747 and is the third to have existed in Portsmouth, the oldest 
being situated’ in Oyster Street, off High Street (old Portsmouth). 
In 1751, the Queen Street Synagogue was rebuilt, and memorial 
stones were laid by Chief Rabbi Tevele Schiff and Haham 
a Azevedo. These memorial stones, together with a vast collection 
of ritual silverware and appurtenances, valuable old books and 
documents, are now preserved in the Vestry. Alderman Emanuel 
Mmanuel (father of the late Lady Magnus) and Alderman Leon 
Mmanuel were both Mayors of Portsmouth. The Hebrew Benevolent 
Institution dates from 1804, and is one of the oldest Jewish charities 
in the Provinces.

There could never have been a more 
dangerous situation than that in which our 
people found themselves when they were 
hemmed in between the pursuing Egyptian 
host and the Red Sea. Escape seemed impos- 
sible. They were not merely one well-equipped 
army facing another. The odds were all 
against the Israelites. They had the huge 
lumber of their camp. They had their women 
and children with them. They were not 
trained in warfare. For generations they had 
been subjected to slavery and had not had 
time to throw off the “ mferiority complex ™ 
which that treatment had imposed. They 
were pursued by a trained army, with cavalry 
and chariots. They were in a salient from 
which there was no way out and they had 
their backs to the sea. Small wonder that 
terror assailed them ! 
“Go Forwarp.” 
Yet they were saved fromeventhis seemingly 


impossible position. The word came to “go: 


forward.” It was a fine call, the echoes of 
which have rung down the ages. Surrender 
meant a return to slavery, with all the indigni- 
ties and hardships which bondage involved. 
There was to be no question of that. “Go 
forward "' was their watchword. And forward 
meant across the narrow neck of the sea of 
reeds that looked like an insuperable obstacle. 
Wind and tide made the passage possible, 
after all. The Israelites crossed. On came the 
pursuing hosts that had reckoned with an 
earlier victory. But a sandstorm—a pillar of 
cloud, made luminous during the night by the 
moon then at the full so that it looked like a 
pillar of fire—had held the Egyptians up and 
hidden their objective. Where light footmen 
could go heavy chariots could not. They sank 
in the soft sand to theiraxles. Feverishly the 
Egyptians laboured to free the very vehicles 
with which they had reckoned on overwhelm- 
ing the fugitives. The wind changed. The tide 
rolled back. They were caught by the waters 
which they had hoped would arrest the flight 
of the Israelites: Not a blow was struck and 
the Egyptians perished. Could there have been 
a more miraculous salvation? The Israelites 
broke into a song of thanksgiving, for the Lord 
had wrought gloriously for them. Whatever 
doubts they had had as to the wisdom of 
going forward were now dispelled, 
_ BREAD AND WATER, 

Even this lesson was not enough. They had 
more hardships to undergo before reaching 
the haven of the Promised Land. Their pro- 
visions gave out. They had no more bread. 
And manna rained from heaven, as the hungry 
myriads reproached Moses with leading them 
into such a predicament. Water failed them 
in the dry desert. A hidden fountain was 
struck in the rock. Marauding tribes hung on 
their flanks. And the people were taught that 
they were now strong enough to resist these 
jealous foes. Timid scouts brought back fear- 
some tales of the strength of the fortresses 
and the peoples that would have to be over- 


-eome when they entered upon their heritage.

united people, temperefl by hardship, ready in 
the end to surmount every difficulty, endowed 
with a holy law superior in its grand moral 
concepts to anything that had ever governed 
the actions and the thoughts of mankind—a 
law that proved their comfort and strength 
through all subsequent vicissitudes, The 
hard way proved a good way! 

Tue Lesson. 

What is the lesson? May not the hard way 
still be the good way? When we groan under 
persecution and indignities heaped upon us 
by benighted tyrants let us remfiember that we 
have been through even worse troubles in the 
days of old and, with the Divine aid, have 
surmounted them. Patience, faith, loyalty— 
these are the qualities that will carry us 
through. We shall cross many a Red Sea on 
dry land before our agelong story is fully told. 
And ever and anon we shall raise our voices 
and sing that “the Lord is my strength and 
song, and He.is become my salvation. This is 
my God, and I will glorify Him; my father's 
God, and I will exalt him.”
